Special Police Squad Could Be Valuable 
To This Area, With Proper Safeguards 

Establishment of a "metro squad" to jielp- 
investigate major crimes' in the Illinois-Missouri 
Metropolitan Area potentially could be a boon to 
a municipality or unincorporated area faced with a 
law violation requiring large-scale, skilled police as¬ 
sistance. Prompt and thorough investigation often 
means the difference between solving or failing to 
.solve a crime. 

Drawbacks include the natural prejudice against 
• law enforcement officers from another community, 
county or state delving into local matters. There 
is a difference, for example, between the proc^- 
‘dures followed by Granite City, Madison. Venice. 
Pontoon Beach and Madison county officers and 
those of the East St. Louis police department, 
which has a long way way to go before earning 
equal respect. 

In raising the basic issue of areawide police 
cooperation, the metro squad unavoidably brings 
to mind the serious lack of coordination and mu¬ 
tual assistance during recent years. St. Louis and 
East St. Louis authorities have left much to be de¬ 
sired in the extent of information they have been 
willing to exchange with other communities, and it 
was St. Louis that proposed but then blocked with¬ 
out explanation several years ago a "hot pursuit" 
cooperative alert plan. 

But the size and advanced training of the pro¬ 
posed squad, whose members would serve with 
their home departments when not called to spe¬ 
cial duty, offers so much value to an individual 
community that Quad-City officials undoubtedly 
will want to keep an open mind at this time. If 
satisfactory policies and procedural rules can be 
worked out. the chances of success in solving sever# 
law violations cquld be bolstered.
